Ecad who soon found it neoessa^ to reveal 
to ber the secret of her Hfo. It was na- 
tural, after this that the two woman should 
be often together, m\d this intimRcy ex- 
cited the jcdiousy of Captain Ilackanj who 
wassoviotont that he would have killed 
Mary if her secret bad not been diecov- 
ercd to him also.

Whatever may be thQUghtof thewiadom 
.of the Cretan insnnectionlptA in ccntiiia- 

jng au apparently hopless £truggle against 
their Turkuh maaUiTflj there can be little 
heflitanny id adnuttiog tbo juBtice of tho 
oaofc ^hioh they are fightiue to Buatab. 
The cODt^ b^an in April, 1886, when a 
CoDTention of Chrbstian repre^eDtatiTes 
from an parttfof the Ifllaifid p^UUoued Uio 
Government for the privileges nhicli h&d 
before p been ^almLteed by tbe European 
Powers. This movement did not diBcloee 
the real purpose of the petitJonen,- vhich 
was fiecretiv common loatcd of these 
PoHcrs. *No reply was v<JiichBa&d to 
them until July, and then it only' took tbe 
shape of threata, aod a refuul to entertain 
further complaints. ThiB ^^ followed by 
active meapurea of repressioD. Tbo 
General A8£embiy took to arms at once, 
and 09 tbe.lBt of August addre&aed & 
prot^t to thoforeign consule by which the 
real objects of the rising were made 
known. Tbey inaisted upon the Hellenic 
nationality of the Cretaos, and claimed to 
he fighting io tbeii own defence for liberty 
and ChristiaDity. In Seplember they 
ieaued & declaration of independence as a 
preliminary to anneiation to Greece. Tbe 
contest, partaking as it did of a religious 
aa well as a political cbaraeter, became 
fierce, and on the part of tbe TurtB, merci- 
less and uoepariog. For some time tbe 
Cretans eeemed to be victoriooBj but bb 
the resources of their opponeola were 
brought forwordj the situation became rc- 
veraed. Combating against enormous 
oddB, tbe Cretans eiciled tbe smpathy of 
the Christian world, though no atep ufas 
taken in their behalf beyond remcnstraoce 
with the Turkish Goveromeat t^ other 
Powers, and a request that the grieTa^ceB 
comphitned of should be inqaited iato lod 
redreesed. These, however, re^aUed in 
little beyond thegraoiing of ftoniL' facilities 
for rcmoviDg women and children from 
the theatre of war. 

All this time, as was perfeedj natural, 
the Greeks sympathiied with their be- 
Icopiered ueigbbours. Relief by uwney 
and provisions ivas by (beui Eccretly 
furnifchcd to the Cretans, and rtcruilinj; 
and the collection of arms proceeded in 
their behalf, ahbougb publicly reprehended 
by the Government of King George. 
There can he little doubt that Eimilar as- 
fiislance has reeebed the Crclana from 
oilier countries, though not to by&lemati' 
caliy or to eo jacat an extent. The aation 
of the Greeks was of cour^ offeDgije to 
the i^uhan, who baa remons(rated n^ainet 
it fre<(uently, and who has furthei iaaiElcd 
that Greece i^i bound, as Indi-ed the i.s, by 
the terms af her own settletucnl. to u 
strict neutrality in regard to the affairs of 
other Powers. The war has meanwhile 
proceeded; the Turks haviug al last al- 
most entirely desitroyed the insurgentp, a 
remnant only of wboiu idW maintain n 
kind of irregular warfare, aided by the 
mountainous ri^^jions aniOng which they 
arc able to find terugc. And the Sultan, 
tired of tbe eoittiQued refiistanco to his 
authority, which, he aays, has been pro- 
longed by the help of the Greeks, has 
chilled upon (he Government of the latter 
to desist; issuing sn ultimatucn wbiuh

fiubmi^fiita^'^fjl^Q Crcians, or abstinenoe 
from interference bj the Greeks, without 
rcouiring reforniB at (he hiiuda of the 
Sultan himself. 

For it ia not petsihlc to fully compre- 
hend tbo Cretan. diffichlty without tnkiu;; 
into consideration the grounds ou which 
the insurgent Crchins rely for their justi- 
fieution. The Christian world is tolerably 
well agreed that the grievances tbcy com- 
phin of warrant rebellion, Ffi53ing over 
the hopolcsjjicss of obtniuiu]^ entire har- 
mony between the Turkish and Christian 
eectiona of the j^opuluttoii, even were the 
government of both administered inipar- 
tiiilly^ we come lo the admitted fact that 
tbe resident Turka have long bceu inso- 
lent and tyraunii^d toward the Christians. 
The Government of the island ia Turkish 
in all its branchejt. The Mohammedan 
law is applied to idl matters portaiuing to 
property aud the whole social life of the 
Christians, No tribunal is recogniied ex» 
ccpt those of tho Ottomans. The Mollah m^ 
and Cadin arc Supreme, The former isr^ 
the guardian of ml minor:*, judge iu all 
cases of inheritance, tho only notary puV 
lie tbrou|;b whom legal proccedingB can bo 
had. He takes five per cent- of the valuo 
of all property aubmittcd for hia deciaioa " 
or Hignature. The costa of Buita are by 
tho Mohammedan law, paid by the defen- 
dant, even if eueccssfuL Thus jrroperty 
jimy easily bo ahaorbcd by courts and by 
fees. Then tbo tn:ica am oppreasivc, ana 
icudorcd morn bo by thctr maimer of c«l^ 
lection. The 8ultnn kaves them to the 
Governor, who leaves them lo collcctore, 
who baud over tho actual work of oolloc- 
tion to subordinMCfl, who pay for tbo pri- 
Tilego. Tbe effect is great oxtoriiou, and 
often cruelty. TJio farmer pays a tax on 
bis cropj then n feo ftfr being allowed ta 
harvest il, and a farther charge if it needs 
removal to a difltanoe. It U easy to seo . 
how bv Buoh a svatem tho^populatiOD miy 
bo mulcted of all but tho narcet uecoe£ar->^ 
ic.soflifo. There IB in addition together 
burdens a military tax, whieh b bitterly 
donounced hy tbo Cretan populatlos.
